Alaqua to the Rescue Again | 


Late last week, Alaqua Animal Refuge responded 
to a plea for help from Washington County Animal 
Control and took in 85 neglected animals from a 
single property. There were many types of animals 
including dogs, puppies, cats, kittens, chickens, 
ducks, guinea pigs, and a horse. 


When Alaqua’s team arrived at the property, they 
discovered that the animals were being kept in 
outside pens with barrels and garbage cans as 
shelter. There was also a homemade electric wire 
that had been strung everywhere to keep the animals 
contained. 


“There were tiny kittens all over the yard, so we had 
to be careful walking around. You could barely walk 
without stepping on a kitten, and some of them were 
passing away even as we were trying to pick them 
up,” said Gail Hasan, Alaqua’s shelter manager. 


“The dogs were also a sad sight and were very 
frightened. One of our staff members actually had to 
pry part of the siding off the house in order to rescue 
two of them that wouldn’t come out.” 


Alaqua rescued 67 animals in another hoarding 
case in Washington County almost one year ago to 
the date. This and other similar cases are examples 
of backyard breeders and puppy mills that tend to 


Alaqua founder Laurie Hood said, “Unfortunately, 
these types of cases are becoming more common. 
Sadly, puppies and kittens from these types of 
situations are more than often sold online or through 
classified ads. The honest truth is these animals are 
coming from cruel and inhumane environments, 
where their parents have endured a horrible life. 


“When we see animals living in these grim conditions, 
we have to help them. We have to act. There is not 
another choice. We are the choice. We can heal them 
and give them a second chance at a loving life.” 


This recent case is part of an ongoing investigation 
where the owner did surrender the animals over to 
Alaqua. After they have been medically cleared, they 
will all be up for adoption. 


Circumstances like this put an incredible strain on 
the Refuge and its limited resources, especially when 
the number of animals is so large. Alaqua’s daily 
work of rescue and rehabilitation takes a village 
of loving staff members, veterinarians, volunteers 
and support from the community. Please consider 
making a donation to help care for these animals. 


Any and all donations allow Alaqua to continue to 
provide these much needed services and are most 
appreciated. 


choose profit over animal welfare. 


A group of local health care 
professionals, educators, clergy, 
parents, students, and concerned 
citizens have gathered together to 
charter PFLAG Niceville, a support 
group for LGBTQ people and their 
family and friends, especially serving 
those in Okaloosa and Walton counties. 


Their very first support meeting was 
held Sunday, July 14, at the Unitarian 
Universalist Fellowship of the Emerald 
Coast in Valparaiso. Monthly PFLAG 
Niceville support meetings will be held 
every second Sunday of the month at 
6 PM at the UU Fellowship. 


It took the local leadership team of 12 
people over six months to organize, 
plan, and file all the legal documents 
to create their new nonprofit PFLAG 
chapter. But as Logan Goodson, a 
health care administrator who lives in 
Niceville, explained, “It will be worth 
it for the help it will be able to provide 
our local community. PFLAG Niceville 
offers a safe space for those who have 
been made to feel alienated by their 
society. You have a home in PFLAG.” 


Dr. David Simmons, President of PFLAG 
Niceville and a Professor of Humanities 
and Film Studies at Northwest Florida 
State College, said, “LGBTQ youth 


suicide and 120 percent more likely to 
be homeless than their peers. 


“PFLAG Niceville is an organization 
that seeks to heal families, improve 
mental health, and provide loving 
support. PFLAG Niceville will not only 
save lives in our local community, it 
will help lives to thrive.” 


PFLAG Niceville can also be a support 
to families with LGBTQ children who 
are struggling to know how to support 
them. The Rev. Doak M Mansfield of 
the Unitarian Universalist Fellowship 
said, “Family and friends can learn to 
better communicate and affirm their 
gay children and friends by interacting 
through PFLAG Niceville with other 
family and friends of gay persons.” 


The national organization PFLAG was 
first started by Jeanne Manford, a 
mother who wanted to show support 
to her gay son Morty after he was 
beaten while distributing flyers. After 
marching beside him in New York’s 
Christopher Street Liberation Day 
March (the precursor to today’s Pride 
parades) in 1972, several LGBTQ 
people ran up to Jeanne and begged 
her to talk with their parents. She 
decided to begin a support group.

The first formal meeting took place on 
March 11, 1973 at the Metropolitan- 


Duane Methodist Church in 
Greenwich Village (now the Church of 
the Village). About 20 people attended. 


From that small beginning, PFLAG 
has grown into a respected national 
organization.

United States and _ several other 
countries, comprised of more than 
200,000 members and supporters.

It’s Much Too Early to Pay Attention to 
the Race for President

More than 18 million sturdy AMerican TV viewers 
tuned in to the Democratic presidential debate in 
Miami on June 27. It was a new record. 


Another 15 million-plus watched the first round 
the night before. That’s 33 million total viewers, not 
including the many millions more who followed the 
two events online. 


The high ratings were a surprise, and lots of people are 
excited that the carnival presidency of Donald Trump 
seems to have energized voters at an unusually early 
stage of the campaign. 


Meanwhile, some of those who deliberately didn’t 
watch—or couldn’t sit through—the debates have 
been made to feel slack in their patriotic duty. 


Don’t feel guilty. It’s too much, too soon. 


The general election is 16 freaking months away. 
To put that time line in perspective, consider this: A 
wharf rat that had babies the night of the first debate 
will produce 24 more litters between now and the day 
you numbly walk into the voting booth. 


It’s not healthy to obsess about anything, whether 
it’s rodents or politics, for almost a year-and-a- 
half. It’s also possible to pay attention to important 
developments without wasting a moment pondering 
ludicrous and impossible scenarios. 


Let’s begin with the alleged candidacy of Marianne 
Williamson, who appeared on stage the second night 
along with former Vice President Joe Biden, Sen. 
Kamala Harris, Sen. Bernie Sanders, South Bend 
Mayor Pete Buttigieg and others. 


That Williamson even got into the debates while 
candidates such as Montana Gov. Steve Bullock missed 
the cut illustrates what a finely tuned operation the 
Democratic National Committee is running. 


Williamson is an author of self-help books such as 
Everyday Grace and The Divine Law of Compensation. 
She’s a popular writer, but Dr. Seuss has a better 
chance of getting elected president—and he’s dead. 


A spiritual adviser to Oprah Winfrey, Williamson is 
famed for dispensing nuggets of wisdom, such as: 
“Joy is what happens to us when we allow ourselves 
to recognize how good things really are.” 


Let’s hope she didn’t drop that line on any of the 
2,300 young migrants at the federal detention center 
in Homestead, which she visited during her South 
Florida stay. Things are really not so good when you're 
confined behind a guarded fence, far from your family. 


Williamson got less than five minutes of speaking time 
during the debate, but she addressed Trump directly, 
vowing to “harness love for political purposes” and 
defeat him in 2020.

The Old “Left” and “Right” Labels 
Have Become Obsolete

I keep hearing that the Democratic Party has 
moved “left” and that some Democratic candidates 
may be “too far left.” 


But in this era of unprecedented concentration of 
wealth and political power at the top, I can’t help 
wondering what it means to be “left.” 


A half-century ago, when America had a large and 
growing middle class, those on the “left” sought 
stronger social safety nets and more public 
investment in schools, roads and research. Those 
on the “right” sought greater reliance on the free 
market. 


As wealth and power have concentrated at the 
top, everyone else—whether on the old right 
or the old left—has become disempowered and 
less secure. Safety nets have unraveled, public 
investments have waned, and the free market has 
been taken over by crony capitalism and corporate 
welfare cheats. Washington and state capitals are 
overwhelmed by money coming from the super- 
rich, Wall Street and big corporations. 


So why do we continue to hear and use the same 
old “right” and “left” labels? 


I suspect it’s because the emerging oligarchy feels 
safer if Americans are split along the old political 
battle lines. That way, Americans won’t notice 
they’re being shafted. 


In reality, the biggest divide in America today runs 
between oligarchy and democracy. When oligarchs 
fill the coffers of political candidates, they neuter 
democracy. 


The oligarchs know politicians won’t bite the 
hands that feed them. So as long as they control 
the money, they can be confident there will be 
no meaningful response to stagnant pay, climate 
change, military bloat or the soaring costs of 
health insurance, pharmaceuticals, college and 
housing. 


There will be no substantial tax increases on the 
wealthy. No antitrust enforcement to puncture 
the power of giant corporations. No meaningful 
regulation of Wall Street’s addiction to gambling 
with other people’s money. 


Big corporations will continue to get subsidies. 
Big banks will continue to be too big to fail. CEO 
pay will continue to skyrocket. Wall Street hedge 
fund and private equity managers will continue to 
make out like bandits. 


So long as the oligarchy divides Americans— 
splitting off people of color from working-class 
whites, stoking racial resentments, describing 
human beings as illegal aliens, launching wars on 
crime and immigrants, fueling fears of communists 
and socialists—it doesn’t have to worry that a 
majority will stop them from looting the nation. 
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The divide-and-conquer strategy allows the 
oligarchy free rein. It makes the rest of us puppets, 
fighting each other on a made-up stage. 


Donald Trump is the puppet master. 


He has been at it for years, starting long before he 
ran for president. He knows how to pit native-born 
Americans against immigrants, the working class 
against the poor, whites against blacks and Latinos. 


He is well-versed in getting evangelicals and 
secularists steamed up about abortion, equal 
marriage rights, out-of-wedlock births, access to 
contraception, transgender bathrooms. 


He knows how to stir up fears of brown-skinned 
people from “shithole countries” streaming across 
the border to murder and rape, and how to stoke 
anger about black athletes who don’t stand for the 
national anthem. 


He’s a master at fueling anxieties about so-called 
communists and socialists taking over America. 


He can make the white working class believe they’ve 
been losing good jobs and wages because of a cabal 
of Democrats, “deep state” bureaucrats and Hillary 
Clinton. 


From the start, Trump’s deal with the oligarchy 
has been simple: He'll stoke tribalism so most

That was a cue to lunge for your remote and switch 
to Comedy Central, because clearly Williamson isn’t 
interested in the White House. She’s just trying to 
sell more books, and it’s working. The next day she 
was the hottest name on social media. 


Another person who made the debates difficult to take 
seriously was New York Mayor Bill de Blasio. When 76 
percent of those polled in your own city don’t think you 
should be president, you shouldn’t run for president. 


Many media commentators said it was a good thing 
to give 20 of the Democratic candidates a voice, 
even if they were talking over each other in a clunky 
format. And, judging by the ratings, many AMericans 
were eager to hear something hopeful, inspiring or 
half-sensible. 


As someone who wrote that Barack Obama (and 
later Donald Trump) had almost no chance of 
winning, I have lame credentials as a handicapper 
of crowded political races. Long shots do sometimes 
bloom into front-runners. 


However, it’s not going out on a limb to say witha 
high degree of confidence that the following debate 
participants will not be the Democratic nominee: 
Williamson, de Blasio, Andrew Yang, former Rep. 
John Delaney, Rep. Tulsi Gabbard, Rep. Tim Ryan, 
Rep. Eric Swalwell, Sen. Michael Bennet and 
Colorado Gov. John Hickenlooper. 
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Americans won’t see CEOs getting exorbitant pay 
while they’re slicing the pay of average workers, 
won’t pay attention to Wall Street demanding short- 
term results over long-term jobs, and won’t notice a 
boardroom culture that tolerates financial conflicts 
of interest, insider trading and the outright bribery 
of public officials through unlimited campaign 
“donations.” 


The only way to overcome the oligarchy and Trump’s 
divide-and-conquer strategy is for the rest of us to 
join together and win America back. 


This means creating a multiracial, multi-ethnic 
coalition of working-class, poor and middle-class 
Americans who will fight for democracy and oppose 
oligarchy. 


White, black and Latino, union and non-union, 
evangelical and secular, immigrant and native-born— 
all focused on ending big money in politics, stopping 
corporate welfare and crony capitalism, busting up 
monopolies and stopping voter suppression. 


This agenda is neither “right” nor “left.” It is the 
bedrock for everything else America must do.

Some of them might have already bailed from the 
race by the time you read this column. For others, 
the clock is ticking. 


Hickenlooper, for instance, is a bright guy who 
isn’t widely hated in his home state. Sadly for him, 
and perhaps for the institution of democracy, this 
country simply isn’t yet ready to elect anyone named 
Hickenlooper to be commander-in-chief. 


Whether he qualifies for this month’s debates 
depends on his poll results and fundraising. 


However, Marianne Williamson will be back on the 
stage to promote her love-harnessing strategy and 
perhaps offer more of her best-selling pearls, such 
as this favorite: 


“The top of one mountain is always the bottom of 
another.” 


Who knows what the hell that means, but any TV 
viewer who feels inspired to switch from the debate 
to a Mount Everest documentary will be forgiven.

Brace Yourselves...1 he Storm’s A-Comin’

The Grapes of Wrath, John Steinbeck’s classic 
American novel, was written 80 years ago. 


My parents were youngsters in the 1930s when 
Steinbeck wrote the saga of the Joad family, as they 
migrated from the dust bowl of Oklahoma to the 
promised land of California. 


It’s a tough story about tough people. After a few 
hours, the book even feels dusty. In many ways, our 
country is different than it was during the Depres- 
sion. In many ways, and in many sectors of our 
population, it’s not that different at all. 


I don’t think I ever took an economics course. I can 
barely spell it. I don’t even know what economists 
do—I guess they compare numbers and stuff. But 
I’m pretty sure they use the term “cyclical” a lot. I 
know what that means. 


Here on the Gulf Coast we know about storms, both 
economic and weather related. 

We've had a couple of boom and bust periods since 
I’ve lived here, and we’ve had some powerful hur- 
ricanes. 


Like economic recessions, we might not know when 
the next named storm is going to hit the Panhandle. 
But you can bet your ass there will be another one. 


If they named and numbered recessions they would 
be easier to follow and remember. They could begin 
with a light Category One and grow in strength to 
a booming Cat Four. Anything past that, and we 
could agree that we were in a depression.

The next depression will look different from the one 
the Joad family endured. There have been so many 
changes in transportation, information technology, 
communication, and even food production over the 
last 80 years...it will be different. 


There are also 200 million more people in the United 
States than there were in 1930. Centers of popula- 
tion have changed. Society has changed. But one 
thing won’t ever change. In catastrophic storms of 
any kind—due to weather or economic conditions— 
the poor people always get hit the hardest. 


In 2017, according to the U.S. Census Bureau 39.7 
million people lived below the poverty level. Nine 
and a half million people in the labor market lived in 
poverty. The “working poor” made up for 6.3 percent 
of the U.S. labor force. 


Even if the minimum wage was raised to $15 an 
hour, get an economist to explain how far $31,200 
in gross wages would go toward providing for a fam- 
ily. There’d be no vacation to Disney World. You 
could cross Chick-Fil-A off the list too. 


The disparity of wealth in this country has changed 
also. It may be a cliché, but “the rich get richer and 
the poor get poorer” is a cliché for a reason. 


Even lower middle class families live in a world with 
a thin line between comfort and poverty. An auto- 
mobile accident, a sick family member, an injury or 
a lost job could mean bankruptcy. You might cur- 
rently live above the poverty level, but it wouldn’t 
take much to get you there. 


Modern day weather tracking technology has made 
predictions regarding the landfall of storms fairly 
predictable. But there are as many theories about 
our future economy as there are economists. 


Whoever the genius was who devised the “trickle 
down” theory should be sent away. For millions of 
Americans, there doesn’t seem to be much of any- 
thing trickling down. 


I’m sure that there are economists who have de- 
tailed game plans for how to prepare for economic 
disaster. They’ve been wrong before.

Underwater Museum of Art 


Last month, ten new sculptures were added to the 
nation’s first permanent Underwater Museum of Art 
(UMA) in the Gulf of Mexico off the coast of Grayton 
Beach State Park. 


Recently named by Time magazine as one of 100 
“World’s Greatest Places,” the UMA is the first 
presentation of the Cultural Arts Alliance of Walton 
County (CAA)’s Art in Public Spaces Program and 
is produced in collaboration with the South Walton 
Artificial Reef Association (SWARA). 


The purpose of the UMA is to create art that becomes 
marine habitat, expanding fishery populations and 
providing enhanced creative, cultural, economic and 
educational opportunities for the benefit, education 
and enjoyment of residents, students and visitors in 
South Walton.

On June 27, around 80 onlookers, including many of 
the artists and project partners, were on site to view 
the historic deployment. 


With support from Visit South Walton, the Alys 
Foundation, Visit Florida, and the Florida Department 
of State Division of Cultural Affairs, the sculptures 
were deployed with SWARA’s existing USACOA and 
FDEP permitted artificial reef project that includes 
nine nearshore reefs located within one nautical mile 
of the shore in 58 feet of water. 


The 2019 installation joins the seven sculptures 
deployed last June on a one-acre permit patch of 
seabed off Grayton Beach State Park, expanding the 
nation’s first permanent underwater museum. The 
UMA patch will continue to be filled with several new 
sculptures annually. 


“The CAA is proud to partner with SWARA to continue 
to grow the Underwater Museum of Art, and we are 
grateful for the many people and local businesses 
who support this project,” says CAA Executive 
Director Jennifer Steele. 


“Special thanks goes out to the artists who worked 
diligently and efficiently to deliver beautiful and solid 
work under a tight deadline. We know the UMA will 
be a popular destination for art lovers and divers and 
an educational tool about our marine ecosystem.”

“It was a beautiful thing to watch the second 
year sculpture deployment to expand the UMA.

We're already looking forward to next year as well 
as many more to come.” 


Admission to the UMA is FREE. No ticket or 
reservation is required. However, the UMA is only 
accessible in person as a dive location. Divers 
who wish to visit the site can take a dive boat .93 
miles off the coast of Grayton Beach State Park. 
The coordinates for the center sculpture (SWARA 
Skull) are N 30*18.754, W 30*09.562. 


Out of respect for the art, boaters are asked to 
find the center location and then move away from 
the park to anchor in order to avoid damage to 
the artwork. 


Visit UMAFL.org for more information about dive 
shops, tours and obtaining your certification 
while visiting South Walton. Photos and videos of 
the sculptures will continue to be updated online 
periodically to document the marine growth on 
each sculpture.

Hurricane Michael Over Six Months Later: 


Jodie Moseley delivers supplies to Families.

There are good people in this world and there is hope. Months after 
most people have forgotten about the victims of Hurricane Michael, a 
woman named Jodie Moseley journeys into remote parts of Northwest 
Florida to help people who were never in the public eye to begin with. She 
often travels alone into wooded areas looking for those that need help. 


Jodie is disabled and a mother of four. She’s also a quintessential feisty 
southern woman dedicated to her community. After the storm, she saw 
her community was suffering and because her own home suffered less 
damage than many of her neighbors, she decided to help them. 


Some of the families she helps have small children living in tents and 
elderly people living without electricity. Many of these people have 
struggled to figure out complicated paperwork required by nonprofits 
and FEMA. Jodie sits down with many of them to help sort the tedious 
paperwork, even though she is not a lawyer or social worker. She helped 
at least one family get legal aid help from a nonprofit to fight FEMA. 


Jodie often starts her day at Innovative Charities in Marianna. She 
doesn’t work for the nonprofit, but they help her get supplies. She 
picks up fans, shoes, and other items for the families she visits. Many 
days she buys gas at Walmart to fuel generators for elderly who still 
don’t have power hooked back up due to code requirements.

She drives down old clay roads, past broken down shacks to reach 
families that no one sees. One family she visits recently moved out of a 
tent into a partially built house that has a roof and plywood walls, but 
little else. Ten people lived in one tent for months because they couldn’t 
afford anything more. 


Part of the family comes out to meet her, but a child can be heard 
crying from the half-built house. They still don’t have indoor plumbing, 
which forces them to bathe outside. Jodie is working with religious 
organizations to find them beds and a stove. Another family is unsure 
how to combat mold that is slowly taking over their house from a 
hole in their roof, and Jodie tells them how to clean it with hydrogen 
peroxide. She warns against using bleach because it can kick up mold 
spores. 


Even though Jodie is not volunteering with a church, she says her 
faith has been important to keep going. The lack of resources, 
FEMA’s slowness, and the lack of interest from politicians made her 
frustrated. Some days she wasn’t sure if she could keep going. She 
believes that political leaders need to spend time driving down the back 
roads and meeting the real people who are struggling instead of visiting 
one or two places that are not as damaged. 


Jodie says that this has always been her home and always will be her 
home. She’s going to stay and fight for it.

Non-Profit Spotlight 


Safe Water for Walton County...and Beyond

“We don’t get another chance at water supply. You 
either get it right or you get it wrong,” says Kelly 
Layman, one of the executive board members of 
Safe Water for Walton. 


Don’t let the name fool you. This organization has 
its eyes on issues bigger than any single county. 
Safe Water for Walton is a 501(c)(4) advocacy and 
education organization with membership stretching 
across the Panhandle of Florida. 


It’s easy to reminisce about the way things were, but 
it takes special people to work towards goals that 
protect what we have. 


I often joke that I’m an old-timer. I mean this less 
in relation to my age, and more how I’m one of 
the lucky that grew up here. Over my lifetime, I’ve 
seen this area transform as throngs of people have 
planted their toes in the sand and decided to call it 
home. 


Once and a while, I’m fortunate enough to have a 
conversation with someone who thoroughly has my 
old-timer status beat. One such person is Randy 
Wise, an executive board member of Safe Water for 
Walton. He can trace his family’s roots to a late- 
1800s homestead in what is now Okaloosa County. 


“In the early-to-mid-70s, I was teaching school and 
a good friend of mine was a legal assistant,” he says. 
“He’d gone to college and had a finance degree, and 
some lawyers hired him. Both of us kind of grew up 
together, and we wanted to get into the construction 
business. I quit teaching, and he quit doing his 
lawyer stuff and we went into the building business. 


“We actually did remodeling for a while, and then his 
brother—a doctor in Fort Walton—bought a piece of 
property just east of Seagrove. And so he came to 
me and said, ‘Hey Randy, I want to go do this with 
my brother.’ And I said, ‘Well, I want to get started 
in Bluewater Bay because it was about to kick off.’ 
And so we kind of separated, went our own ways.” 


Wise is referencing is Cassine Gardens, the 
subdivision I grew up in. And it’s wholly possible 
that if Cassine Gardens didn’t exist, my parents 
would have stayed out of state, and I wouldn’t be 
writing this article. 


That’s how it works for us old-timers. There are so 
few of us that we quickly play six degrees connecting 
the people and defining moments of our lives. 


Much like the old-timer network, our counties are 
connected via a very important watershed. “It covers 
six different counties, and Walton and Okaloosa are 
at the bottom of that funnel,” says Layman. “We 
are dependent on the water supply north of us that 
come down from Alabama and travel through the 
four other counties in the watershed. So besides 
Okaloosa and Walton, that’s Jackson, Holmes and 
Washington and a little slice of Bay.” 


This is further connected through rivers, bays, and 
the underground sources that feed our natural 
springs. Safe Water for Walton aims to create a

positive movement that will help us circumvent 
water issues that have unfortunately become a way 
of life for many parts of Florida. 


One way they have already made animpact is through 
the national program Operation Medicine Cabinet. 
It’s a free collection event of all pharmaceuticals that 
might otherwise find their way down the drain and 
back into the water supply. Wastewater treatment 
facilities aren’t designed to screen for many 
medications, so educating and preventing their 
entry into the water supply is an important task. 


The origins of Safe Water for Walton took shape when 
locals noticed a state permit for a deep injection well 
for leachate was proposed in Jackson County. That 
is at the top of our area’s watershed and has the 
potential for affecting everything below it. Leachate 
is essentially the technical term for the liquid that 
drains or “leaches” from a landfill. This stuff makes 
Hexxus from Ferngully look tame. 


“So people will hear all deep injection wells are 
bad—that’s not true,” says Layman. “We use deep 
injection wells for a whole variety of things in Florida. 
But a deep injection well at the top of a watershed 
providing drinking water for six counties and the 
landfill leachate...that liquid is full of carcinogens, 
known carcinogens.”

For now, the Safe Water for Walton members have 
been able to keep the proposed leachate well off the 
table through education and resolutions in many 
counties. 


What do you and I do? Layman encourages us to 
become members of Safe Water for Walton for a 
one-time individual fee of $50. I encourage you to 
have more conversations about the health of our 
water supply. Talk to everyone from your neighbor 
to your elected officials, because we need to protect 
this finite resource. This isn’t a political issue, but 
one about quality of life—for us and the nature that 
makes our little corner of the world unique. 


This fall, Safe Water for Walton and Grayton Beer 
Company pair up for a celebration of two years of 
positive movement. The event will include music and 
a silent auction, with a portion of the proceeds going 
to The Red Bar Employees Fund. 


“It’s building a movement, it’s not a one-issue fight,” 
says Layman. “Folks who came to us concerned— 
rightly so—about a specific permit that was a 
very big threat to the watershed, now they’re very 
excited that we’re hitting our stride and expanding 
and doing proactive things for the community.”

Northwest Florida Goes to the Movies 


They’re gonna put me in the movies 
They’re gonna make a big star out of me 
- The Beatles and/or Buck Owens, “Act Naturally” 


This area has popped up on the big screen via 
scenes from local military bases, our beautiful 
beaches, and the Gulf of Mexico. Going all the way 
back to 1941, Northwest Florida has had cameos 
and starring roles in many Hollywood feature films. 


Thirty Seconds Over Tokyo was released in 1944, and 
both Eglin Air Force Base and Fort Walton Beach 
were used as filming locations. It was the story of 
the Doolittle Raid on Tokyo, based on a personal 
account by Doolittle Raider Ted Lawson (played by 
Van Johnson). Oscar winner Spencer Tracy portrays 
Lieutenant Colonel Jimmy Doolittle. 


Twelve O’Clock High, released in 1950, also utilized 
Eglin Air Force Base. The movie stars Gregory Peck 
as a new commander taking over a World War II 
bomber unit that flies dangerous missions over Nazi 
Germany. 


Stanley Kubrick’s Dr. Strangelove or How I Learned 
to Stop Worrying and Love the Bomb was released in 
1964. Filming locations included Okaloosa County 
and an aerial view of Destin Harbor. The movie 
is a satirical comedy about a paranoid general 
who deploys a nuclear attack on the Soviet Union 
without his superiors knowing anything about it. 


Frogs (1972) was filmed on location at Eden 
Gardens State Park in Point Washington, Panama 
City Beach, and the Historical Museum of Florida 
in Tallahassee. Oscar winner Ray Milland plays an 
aging, disabled millionaire who hates nature and 
poisons it on his island estate. He invites family 
to celebrate his birthday and killer frogs, reptiles, 
birds and insects come back to haunt him. 


I actually saw Frogs during its theatrical run. It was 
one of those movies that made me wonder where all 
the frogs went the next time I visited Eden Gardens 
State Park. 


One of the most famous movies to be filmed in the 
area is Jaws 2, from 1978. Filming locations include 
Okaloosa Island (with the original Hog’s Breath 
Saloon featured in the movie), Navarre Beach, Destin 
and Shalimar. The movie picks up four years after 
the original blockbuster when another Great White 
arrives in the town of Amity Island. It stars two-time 
Oscar nominee Roy Scheider and the mechanical 
shark known as “Bruce.” 


After seeing the original Jaws, I no longer just floated 
around carefree on my raft in the Gulf of Mexico. I 
knew that sharks had always been there, but that 
movie brought my fears to the surface. Literally. 
Jaws 2 didn’t help matters, but an exciting hunt 
for star Roy Scheider in the Morrison’s Cafeteria in 
Santa Rosa Mall made my day during the filming. 
Never found him! 


The Truman Show was released in 1998 with filming 
locations in Seaside and Panama City. It tells the 
story of aman (Jim Carrey) whose life is documented 
24/7 on television. Everyone knows it’s fake except 
Truman. I have yet to see this one, though I’ve been 


to beautiful Seaside many times. Truth be told, I’m 
not a big Jim Carrey fan. 


With our beautiful white sand, clear water and 
striking scenery, Northwest Florida has become a 
popular location to be put in the movies.

Holi at Last!

The ceiling is festooned with open umbrellas in 
assorted patterns, adding to the party atmosphere. 


INDIAN CUISINE 
A FLAVOR OF JOY 


Iam no expert on the cuisine of India, but I do know 
that spices rule—all kinds, sweet, savory, mild, 
and hot. On each glass-topped dining table are 
information sheets with photos and descriptions of 
various spices and herbs used in Indian cooking— 
black pepper, asafoetida, mace, fennel, carom, star 
anise, mustard, caraway, nigella, cardamom, chili, 
saffron, nutmeg, clove, fenugreek, bay, cumin, 
cinnamon, turmeric, and others. Indian food can 
be extremely hot—but not always—and diners can 
specify which level of heat they want to risk. The 
server will ask.

On offer are appetizers, Indo-Chinese dishes, 
tandoori (clay oven cooked) items, wraps, egg dishes, 
standards like tikka masala, vindaloo, saag, jaiferzi, 
kadal, curry, vegetarian dishes, house specials, 
biryani (slow-cooked rice with meat and vegetables), 
assorted breads, sides and relishes, and desserts. 


I did not see any alcoholic beverages, but there are 
traditional Indian drinks like buttermilk and lassi 
(dairy is an effective coolant for hot spice), coconut 
water, and Indian sodas. Meat-eaters can choose 
from chicken, lamb, goat, fish or shrimp. The 
kitchen can also accommodate halal, gluten free, 
vegan and jain diets.

Other starters are vegetable, chickpea or lamb 
samosas (turnovers), potato dumplings, puri 
(deep fried unleavened bread), rice battered 
chicken or fried okra. 


My wife decided on shrimp biryani and requested 
mild spicing. Our daughter Grace (now eight years 
old) made a meal of cheese naan (flatbread), and 
I ordered lamb vindaloo, with medium spice. I 
wanted some heat, but in my experience there is 
nothing hotter than hot Indian food, so I decided 
to play safe. Dustin reminded me that vindaloo 
is a chili-based dish, so there’s always a certain 
level of heat. I heard similar consultations at 
Bhajia (Fried vegetables). nearby tables, so be assured the servers are 


looking out for you, but if you want it hot, you can 
get it. We also ordered plain naan and tandoori roti 
(tandoori cooked bread). 


The biryani was mild in heat, but rich in spice, 
with large shrimp and beautifully cooked rice. 
Grace had a basket of hot, cheese-laced naan. My 
vindaloo was bright chili red, tangy, slightly sweet, 
with chunks of tender lamb and potatoes, and rice 
on the side. The medium heat-level still made my 
nose run. Grace tried a little vindaloo on her bread: 
“It makes my mouth cry.” 


Our meal also came with a side of raita, a yogurt 
and vegetable sauce dip that cools the scorched 
tongue. 


Other dishes of note include eight vegetarian 
specialties, kebabs, noodles, cheese-based entrees, 
lamb shanks or chops, and a secret recipe special 
called Matka Chicken, cooked whole in a pot. 


We passed on dessert, but the menu lists ice cream, 
rice pudding, rasmali (a kind of cheesecake), gulab 
jamun (a dairy-based fritter), and paan shots— 
after-dinner shooters said to be a mouth freshener 
and digestive.

Dear Dawn 


Here’s to Healthy 
Living, Golf and Boating

Dear Dawn, 
My girlfriend claims walking around 
the block (which takes five minutes) 
is beneficial to her health. I don’t 
believe it. Five minutes? Really?

Turns out you should believe it, Sam. 
Because even a five-minute walk 
can be beneficial to your health. As 
soon as you start walking, your body 
releases chemicals to increase energy, 
your heart rate increases from around 
70 to 100, stiffness is reduced, and 
you begin burning five calories per 
minute. 


Ifshe increases her walk to 10 minutes 
(twice around the block), her heart 
rate will increase up to 140, and she'll 
burn six calories per minute. What 
happens if she walks 20 minutes? 
Her body temperature will rise, shell 
burn seven calories per minute, and 
she begins producing epinephrine, 
which is an adrenaline hormone. And 
60 minutes? All of those previous 
benefits are increased. The bottom 
line is, the longer you walk the better. 
But even five-minutes is better than 
nothing. 


Dear Dawn, 
My husband took up golf about 
six months ago, and now he plays 
three times a week. We’ve talked 
about trying to get more “fit,” and 
he insists golf can do that. I don’t 
think so though, as he rides in a 
cart and drinks a couple of beers 
while he’s playing. What do you 
think?

Golf! Now here’s a question near and 
dear to my heart. Because I took up 
golf a year ago and get to play twice 
a week. I just love it! Does it make 
me fit? Somewhat. Is it the end-all 
to exercise? Probably not. But here’s 
what playing golf does do for you: It 
incorporates cardiovascular exercise, 
strength training, and balance and 
coordination. 


Studies have found even riding in 
a cart, a golfer burns around 1,300 
calories and walks two miles when 
playing 18 holes. Add in the pure joy of 
being outside, feeling the wind in your 
face as you drive the golf cart around 
the course, and the immeasurable 
social aspect of the game, and you're 


describing a perfect day that definitely 
involves fitness. 


As far as the beer? Well, beer is a 
dehydrator, as we know, but as long 
as he’s also drinking a ton of water 
(especially in this heat) he should be 
okay. So drop the skepticism, drop 
a ball, and join him!

Because even if 
all you're doing is steering that boat 
over to Crab Island for the day, 
driving a boat—big or small—involves 
knowledge, experience, planning and 
common sense, not just knowing the 
safety requirements.

Make sure 
you know the laws and are adhering to 
all safety requirements. Understand 
you may not be given the right-of-way, 
and be prepared to react accordingly. 
And although this wasn’t a question 
about health and fitness like the first 
two, keeping your eyes open will keep 
you and your loved ones alive and 
healthy and out of harm’s way.
